PHYSICS AND ENEMAS 
Constant physic taking is one of 
the chief causes of continued con- 
stipation. The muscles and intes- 
tinal glands are prevented in this 
manner from doing their norma! 
work. Drugs act because of their 
irritating effect or their ability to 
extract water from the tissues, and 
in the long run they defeat the 
pe purpose for which they are 


One of the functions of in- 
testinal tract is to clear f of 
the debris of food, the ken 
down body products that are ex- 
creted in them, and the bacteria. 
And under right conditions it does 
not need the help of drugs to per- 
form its work. Shakespeare's ad- 
vice, you remember, was to throw 
physic to the dogs. It is good ad- 
vice. Dogs have sense enough not 
to take it, so the &. P. C. A. won't 
get you. 

I do not want to give the im- 
pression that physics should never 
be taken, for there are times when 
it is necessary to have a quick 
evacuation of the bowels, and at 
that time physics certainly are in- 
dicated. For habitual constipation 
they are contra-indicated. 

Distinction must be made be- 
tween drugs that are purgative 
and those that are laxative. Purga- 
tives are much quicker acting 
drugs and produce a large amount 
of water and watery movements. 
Sometimes there is so much water 
taken from the system that there is 
too great a concentration of the 
bleod. That danger has been re- 
cently pointed out in an article in 
our national medical journal. 

The laxative physics are mild 
and some people take them over a 
long period of time with appar- 
ently no ill results. However, the 
bowels eventually refuse to act 
without them.

For those who are re- 
ducing their weight and have to be 
careful of the amount of oil taken, 
mineral ol] can be made up in the 
form of mayonnaise, thus serving a 
double purpose. The one objection 
to using this is that if more than 
a certain amount is taken, the oil 
is apt to ooze out and become ob- 
jJectionable.
